Claims 3, 8-9, 12-24 and 31 allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 31 recites a specific system, which generates account decisions base on 
credit scores and predictive models. Also recited is a calling program, which specifically 
limits how information is handled within the decision system. The calling program 
interacts as part of the decision system in a way that is non-obvious from just plugging a 
database onto the Internet. Claims 3, 8-9, and 12-24 are dependent upon claim 31 .
